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REPORT OF BUDGET COMMITTEE 





To the Legal Voters of the Town of Wolfeboro: 


Your Budget Committee has the honor to submit 
the following report, and the budget of the Town of 
Wolfeboro, Wolfeboro Fire Precinct, Wolfeboro School 
District, and the Wolfeboro Water and Sewer Depart- 
ments for the fiscal year ending January 31, 1942. 


Public Hearings 
The Budget Committee held one hearing Febru- 
ary 7th, 1941, notice of which was duly advertised in 
the Granite State News January 31, 1941. 


Town Debt 

During the year 1940 there was paid $8,151.29 on 
the principal of the town debt. This leaves a debt at 
the present time of $117,500.00 which included the 
sewer bonds of $60,500.00. During 1941 $7,000.00 of 
this debt will be retired, leaving a balance in 1942 of 
$110,500.00. The sewer bonds will be retired and the 
interest on them paid from the income of the Water 
and Sewer Departments. Therefore, the retirement 
of the sewer bonds does not affect the tax rate. 


School Budget 

The School Board, in submitting their budget, 
which was approved by the Budget Committee, ask for 
an increase of $628.71 over the amount appropriated 
last year. This increase is caused by automatic sal- 
ary increase of $150.00 and also payment of $1,000.00 
on the notes for the sprinkler system which was in- 
stalled in the summer of 1940. There were savings 
made on several items of the school operation, result- 
ing In a saving in operating cost of $429.29. 

The crowded condition of Carpenter School has 
become a problem which will eventually necessitate 
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establishing an extra room with an additional teacher. 
For this year, however, the school board plans to op- 
erate with the present teaching staff. 


Water and Sewer Commissions 
The Water Commissioners having assumed the 
management of the Sewer Department in compliance 
with an act of the Legislature have now become Water 
and Sewer Commissioners, but the accounts of each 
department are kept separate. 


Water Department 

During the year the commissioners collected 
$10,764.14 on 1940 bills and $2,984.36 on old accounts, 
totalling $138,748.50, against an estimated income of 
$14,500.00 for water rents. The Budget Committee 
wishes herewith to compliment the commissioners on 
their splendid performance. Their total income was 
slightly less than estimated, and their expenditures, 
due to unforeseen new construction were slightly in- 
creased. However, the actual surplus at the end of 
the year was $5,997.24 against an estimated surplus 
of $6,717.66. The outstanding balance on water bonds 
is $45,000.00 which is being retired at the rate of 
$3,000.00 per year from operating revenue. The de- 
partment is making necessary replacements of old hy- 
drants each year, so that eventually all of our hydrants 
will be modern. 


Sewer Department 

The commissioners were authorized at the last 
town meeting to advance funds from the Water De- 
partment to the Sewer Department to meet the neces- 
sary operating expenses in excess of the revenue of 
the Sewer Department. At the present time there are 
174 sewer entrances. The total income of the depart- 
ment was $2,673.03 and expenses were $5,420.71, show- 
ing a deficit of $2,747.68. It is expected that during 
1941 about 40 new entrances will be made increasing 
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the income of the department from rental fees ap- 
proximately $600.00. 

The expenses of the department will also be slight- 
ly increased so that the anticipated deficit next year 
will be approximately $2,542.00. The installation and 
operation of the Sewer Department has complied with 
state law which prohibits the pollution of Lake Winni- 
pesaukee. } 


Precinct 

The Precinct Commissioners have again kept 
within their budget and have made repairs and altera- 
tions in the factory buildings, in addition to maintain- 
ing the Fire Department in such an efficient manner 
that it is now recognized as one of the best town Fire 
Departments in the State. 

The Budget Committee wishes to compliment the 
firemen on their splendid work which has kept our 
fire loss at a minimum. 


Public Welfare 

The cost of public welfare in 1940 increased 
$1,804.00 over the cost in 1939. This was caused 
largely by one hospital case which could not be taken 
care of in Wolfeboro and necessitated sending the pa- 
tient to Hanover, at a cost of over $1,100.00. The 
board and care of children and adults is decreasing, 
while the cost of old age assistance remained the same 
as the year previous. 

The Budget Committee after conference with the 
overseers of the poor estimate that the cost for 1941 
can be held at $6,450.00 in comparison with $8,638.00 
spent in 1940. 


Highways 
The cost of maintaining our highways was slight- 
ly increased last year owing to conditions beyond the 
control of the highway agent who as usual watched his 
costs and maintained our roads in excellent condition. 
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As always there were many requests for funds to 
be expended for construction of Town roads. The Bud- 
get Committee carefully considered them all and rec- 
ommend certain roads for direct appropriations. The 
others will have T. R. A. funds laid out on them. 


Municipal Electric Department 


The Electric Department furnished current to the 
town for street lights, and municipal buildings, at a 
cost of $1,000.00 for the year. For this purpose 
149,641 K.W.H. of electricity were produced, which 
would have cost Wolfeboro $8,828.81 if it had been 
billed at the rate other New Hampshire towns have to 
pay. This generous action of the Electric Depart- 
ment results in a saving of approximately $2.35 per 
thousand on the tax rate. 

The Electric Commissioners feel that the Town 
should pay at least the cost of fuel and engineers’ la- 
bor, therefore they have asked that the Town appro- 
priate $1,500.00 for street lights and municipal build- 
ings. 

They will, however, during the year, reduce the 
rate to consumers, to $5.00 for the first 100 K.W.H. 
from the present rate of $5.30. 

Wolfeboro’s power plant is frequently pointed out 
by authorities as an example of a well-operated and 
efficient municipal plant. 


Special Requests 
The Budget Committee has carefully considered 
all requests which called for the spending of public 
funds. We submit herewith the list of appropria- 
tions which we recommend, including Articles 7 and 8 
of the 1941 Town Warrant.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


To the Board of Trustees of the Wolfeboro Town Li- 
brary: 


Gentlemen: 


The report of the librarian for the year ending 
February 1, 1941, is herewith presented. 


The changing interests of a community are re- 
corded in the work of its public library. It today must 
have books on winter sports, dramatics, the industrial 
arts, and a good supply of material on the European 
situation. 


This library serves a large summer group, and 
there must be stories for reading to the boys and girls 
at the fireside, and books for nature study. The sup- 
plementary school reading lists create a demand for 
classic literature. 


The present day custom of borrowing from the 
larger libraries makes it possible for this library to 
meet the most of its varied demands. 


The Bookmobile which was given to the state by 
the Federation of Woman’s clubs makes regular calls 
at this library, and at the schools at East and South 
Wolfeboro. 


In July, Miss Paine of the library staff attended 
the-summer schools for librarians at the University of 
New Hampshire. The entire staff now hold State 
certificates of qualification for their work. 


The circulation for the year has been 27,159 books 
and magazines, of these classes fiction, 16,606, non- 
fiction, 5,220, children’s books, 5,333. Three hundred 
and nine new cards have been issued. Largest day’s 
circulation, 201 books, smallest 31. 


The year records the largest accession of books, 
402. Of these 84 were contributed.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT OF THE 
SEWER DEPARTMENT 


In the Sewer Department we have connected 55 
new services during 1940, making a total of 174 run- 
ning into the new system. 

On Pine Street we ran laterals to each house 
about one-half of which are already connected to the 
main sewer. 

On Factory Street we had to change all the pipes 
that ran into the old sewer, due to the building of the 
new road. 
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In regards to the surface water running into the 
Pumping Station we have done away with a large quan- 
tity of that by discontinuing several cellar and roof 
drains. We are hoping that within the next year 
practically all surface water drains will. be taken out 
of the new sewer system. 

We have had very little trouble at the Treatment 
Plant during the last year. In the Imhoff Tank we use 
from eight to 12 tons of lime a year. 

Visitors are always welcome to inspect the Pump- 
ing Stations and Treatment Plant.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT OF THE 
WATER DEPARTMENT 


During the last year we have put in six new hy- 
drants, including four replacements and two new lo- 
cations. 

On Clark Road we extended the 6-inch main about 
100 feet to the house owned by Leon Roberts. 

On Park Street we replaced the old one-inch pipe 
with two-inch galvanized steel to the extent of 450 
feet. 

On Willow Street we put in 350 feet of new four- 
inch pipe, replacing the old line which ran through 
the mill pond. 

We put in a new two-inch pipe for the Goose 
Corner skating rink. 

Last spring we cleaned the Reservoir out and re- 
cemented the bottom with a six-inch cap and the walls 
with a four-inch cap, which should last several years. 

The road and boat house at Beach Pond were re- 
paired, also the gate house on Elm Street. There is a 
path cut through the woods, about 150 feet wide from 
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the corner of Bay Street to Beach Pond for emergency 
cases. 

There were over a dozen new services put in for 
new houses. 

In regards to leaks we Had several small ones 
which is to be expected. We had two bad breaks in 
the mains which were caused by the pipes being laid 
on solid ledges. 

I wish, at this time, to thank the Water Commis- 
sioners for the full cooperation which they have given 
in the last year.

During the year two classes in Home Hygiene and 
Care of the Sick were taught by Miss LeMay. No 
First Aid classes have been held, but a large class is 
being formed, with especial emphasis on the type of 
First Aid necessary in skiing accidents; in fact, it is 
planned to qualify a Ski Patrol. 

This year we have had two epidemics, whooping 
cough last spring, and grippe this winter. Fortu- 
nately neither led to serious results. 

Our secretary, Mrs. John F. Goodwin, Jr., re- 
signed and her place was taken by Miss Wilma Paine, 
a faithful and enthusiastic member of the Chapter. 
We are grateful to Mrs. Goodwin for the service she 
rendered us during her all-too-short incumbency, and 
we welcome Miss Paine into our “official family.” 

In lieu of our usual August Tag Day, an open-air 
concert (piano recital) was given by members of the

American Seminar, and the proceeds given to our 
Chapter, for local use. We also gratefully acknowl- 
edge the gift of $125.00 for our War Relief Fund from 
the street fair given by the Ladies’ Aid of Huggins 
Hospital. 

Last May National Headquarters issued a general 
call for $20,000,000 for European War Relief. Our 
assigned quota was $1,000 which was later doubled. 
Thanks to the generosity of many individuals and or- 
ganizations we succeeded in raising approximately 
$1,700. 

In early August the chairman met with an acci- 
dent leading to a severe infection, and for three months 
he had nothing to do but “watch the world go by.” He 
is very grateful for all that the officers and Chapter 
members did for him, and to all who helped carry on 
the Chapter activities. 

Under the leadership of our Roll Call Chairman, 
Earle Walsh, our annual roll call was the best we have 
had in many years. 

At Christmas the Chapter made its usual contri- 
bution to the fund for the Christmas baskets, annually 
distributed under the direction of Mrs. Clow and Mrs. 
Foster. 

We also sponsored the Children’s Christmas, so 
splendidly planned and executed by Mrs. Hart and her 
Rainbow girls, and the boys of the DeMolay. 

Last summer Mrs. Speare and a dozen of her 
friends on Sister Island, Lake Wentworth, formed a 
little Red Cross sewing group, and 27 children’s suits 
and dresses were made and shipped for War Relief. 
All through the last half of the year, too, much knit- 
ting of sweaters and socks has been done and already 
a large carton has been packed and shipped. We have 
finally signed up for the quota of garments assigned us 
and, under the competent direction of our Produc- 
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tion Chairman, Mrs. Thompson, the making of war re- 
hef garments is rapidly accelerating. 
This report cannot be closed without reference to 
the irreparable loss we sustained on January 4th, 1941, 
in the passing of that splendid character, Dr. Fred 
Ellsworth Clow. A staunch friend of this Chapter, 
he was always ready to help it in every possible way. 
As physician, counsellor, and friend, he will be deeply 
mourned by all who knew him. “He was a man, taken 
all in all, we shall not see his like again.” May the 
memory of his busy and useful life, provide the in- 
spiration which shall carry this Chapter on to ever 
increasing usefulness.

HEALTH OFFICER’S REPORT 
To the Board of Selectmen, Town of Wolfeboro, N. H.: 


The report of the Health Officer of Wolfeboro for 
the past year can be but a routine statement of the 
usual activities of the department. No epidemic of 
note occurred ; the level of health of the people is high; 
there have been few complaints of nuisances that men- 
ace health. The small number of nuisances called to 
our attention have been investigated promptly and in 
every instance corrected. 

Samples from the milk supply have been furnished 
the State Laboratory and the standard shown has not 
been lowered. Water from Beech Pond is sent at reg- 
ular intervals by the officer of the Water Department. 
As always no pollution has ever been shown. 

The vaccination law has been followed, the school 
nurse, Miss Martin, having been particularly attentive 
to this requirement. Well-baby clinics have been held 
by the Bureau of Maternity, Infancy and Child Wel- 
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fare, and they have been well attended. Immuniza- 
tion against diseases other than smallpox is not as 
thorough as public health authorities desire, but the 
absence of diphtheria, typhoid and diarrhoeal diseases 
in babies is evidence of the fact that Wolfeboro has no 
serious problem of infection of water, or milk, and 
that there must be few, if any, carriers of these dis- 
eases. 

The hospital has grown in usefulness during the 
vears. The fact that it is an institution with the ap- 
proval of the American College of Surgeons (by no 
means the rule in smaller communities), together with 
an earnest staff of well-trained physicians and unusual- 
ly able surgeons, and a competent nursing staff, means 
much to Wolfeboro. It is unquestionably a factor in the 
large and growing summer population upon which the 
prosperity of this section depends .so much. 

The Wolfeboro Chapter of the American Red Cross 
has, as always, done a large share of the preventive 
and curative work in the community. Its aid to its 
many clients is invaluable. Not only is the public 
health nurse engaged in bedside nursing and educa- 
tional work, but she is the social worker and the recipi- 
ent of the perplexities of a large part of our people. 

Twenty cases of whooping cough were reported 
to the office; a larger number doubtless received no at- 
tention. One case of trichiniasis, originating in an- 
other state, and five cases of mild chicken pox were re- 
ported to the state board of health. The common cold, 
ignored by the sufferer if at all possible, is still the 
cause of more lost time from school and from work 
than any other diseases. It will remain such, unless, 
or until some efficient measures of prophylaxis and 
control are developed.
